a statement of policy which is quite similar in many as¬ 
pects to the original resolution adopted by the Board of 
Education. 

There is one important difference, however, which 
will be apparent to those who have followed the contro¬ 
versy. The committee’s statement .says: 

“Resolved that it shall be the policy of the Board of 
Education of the Sierra Madre School District to uphold 
the Federal and State Constitutions and Educational Code 
provisions whereby no sectarian or denominational doc¬ 
trine shall be taught nor instructions thereon be permit¬ 
ted, but whereby freedom to respectfully examine, discuss 
or present religious concepts in the public school curricu¬ 
lum and program shall not be denied but shall be forever 
guaranteed; and that problems as they arise may be dealt 
with by consultation with educational and religious lead¬ 
ership.” 

Now the School Board’s resolution, in effect, stops after 
“no sectarian or denominational doctrine shall be taught 
nor instructions thereon be permitted. . . 

The committee phraseology — “but whereby freedom 
to respectfully examine, discuss or present religious con¬ 
cepts in the public school curriculum and program shall 
not be denied but shall be forever guaranteed”—is almost 
certain to evoke questioning and requests for clarification. „ 

If this phrase is interpreted to mean that the Sierra ,*S«nDF*me// 
Madre Schools may permit instruction in religion, then 
a direct contradiction exists between the first and second 
parts of the resolution.

The formation of the Re¬ 
gional Council is traceable 
to the efforts of the Bureau 
of Jewish Education of the 
Los Angeles Jewish Commu¬ 
nity Council to provide 
“greater service to the subur¬ 
ban areas,” it was pointed 
out by Feinman. 

Jack W. Kartzinel, BJE di¬ 
rector of suburban activities, 
will serve as liaison for the 
newly formed organization. 

The major objectives of 
the council are: 

Teacher training, in-serv¬ 
ice seminars, solution of the 
teacher transportation, pool¬ 
ing of needs for effective use 
of special staffs in music,

All people under the age 
of 40 should be immunized 
against polio at once, is the 
belief of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Health, in announc¬ 
ing that Salk vaccine is 
available and suggesting 
that immunization should be 
done before the so-called 
“polio season” begins. 

The department said the 
hope is to immunize the six 
million yet unvaccinated 
who are in the most vulner¬ 
able age group, under 40. For 
a time the supply of vaccine 
was limited, but now there 
are ample stocks. 

Statistics show that 78 per 
cent of Californians have not 
been vaccinated, 52 per cent 
under 20 have not begn vac¬ 
cinated; 60 per cent of chil¬ 
dren under 5 have not been 
vaccinated, and less than 1 
per cent of adults of 20 years 
and over have had the vac¬ 
cine. 

The department also point¬ 
ed out that the Salk vaccine 
is safe and effective in pre¬ 
venting paralytic polio, ef¬ 
fectiveness reaches its maxi¬ 
mum after three injections, 
and that starting injections 
now is best so that immu¬ 
nity will be established by 
summer.
